‘bout 50 trucks loaced with casoline cruns and sununition boxes

They were canouflaged with birch and fir 
branches, The trucks were unloaded in the woods between Zichtau 
and Schviesau, according to the statements of several civilians. 
Small cuardhouses were Sullt in the woods am! the area was guarded 
by sentries wearing Dlack-bordered red epaulets.
